_ Rvsstan Lrrerature.—Speaking of Russia, we are reminded of a statement 
we have seen to the effect that the present Emperor has not only reconsti- 
tuted the Russian Bible Society, which was suspended under Nicholas, but 
that he has made a donation of 25,000, roubles (4,0002.), and has promised an 
annual subscription of 10,000 roubles (1,600/.) The consequence of this 


patronage is extraordinary activity, and a new edition of 30,000 New Testa- | 


ments in Finnish and Esthonian has just been printed, while religious tracts 


and books are circulated in immense numbers. We hope this fact will satisfy | 


those who wish to know how far the circulation of the Holy Scriptures in the 
vulgar tongues is permissible under the Russian rwle. It is not bibles alone 
which the subjects of this great empire seek after. We observe that in Fin- 
land there are now published eighteen newspapers, ten of which are Finnish, 
and eight Swedish ; not one appears there in Russia.—Clerical Journal. 


Sate or Rare Booxs.—An important collection of extremely rare editions 
of the Holy Scriptures, Liturgies and Liturgical works, formed by an emi- 
nent dignitary of the-Irish Church, was brought to the hanmer by Messrs. 
Sotheby and Wilkinson, on Friday and Saturday last, and the very high 

rices obtained for many of the articles are the most convincing proofs of the 
increasing interest taken in such treasures by amateurs. The greatest attrac- 
tion of the sale was a copy of the first Latin Bible supposed to have been 
printed at Mayence by John Gutenberg, between the years 1450 and 1455,— 
a marvellous production, struck off from type cut by the hand in imitation 
of the manuscript it was intended to represent, each page being composed 
and worked off separately. This was formerly one of the gems in the Li- 
brary of H.R.H. the late Duke of Sussex,—and when at his sale it produced 
195/. was considered to have brought its full value. On the present ocea- 


sion it realized 595/., or more than thrice the sum it then cost. Amongst | 


the English Bibles the following caused most competition :—The first edition 
of the entire Seriptures in English, by Bishop Myles Coverdale, printed in 


1585, abroad,—a volume of the greatest rarity, of which we believe no per- | 


fect copy is known, with title-page and several leaves in fac-simile, 136/. 10s.

10s.—A 
Primer of the reign of Edward the Sixth, by Cottesforde, without title-page, 
described as unique, 201—Queen Elizabeth’s Prayer Book, of 1581, 122.—

Both of announcements and of new publications, our lists in this number 
of the Cireular are unusually brief, which is accounted for by the fact that 
business, not in the bookselling trade only, labors under a general stagna- 
tion, arising probably partly from the fine weather, and partly from 
the results of the panie having been felt beyond the classes to whom 
at the time its evil consequences were chiefly confined; at all events, and 
from whatever cause, both bookselling and publishing are unusually dull. 
Amongst the few new works of importance that have appeared within 
the past fortnight may be mentioned Aytoun’s Scottish Ballads; Case's 
Day by Day at Lucknow; Clarke’s Peloponnesus; Massey’s England, 
Volume 2; Adye’s Defence of Cawnpore; Busch’s Guide for Travellers

College, Dublin; Haskoll’s Engineering Field Work; Colquhoun’s Salmon 
Casts and Stray Shots; Ingledew’s History and Antiquities of North Allerton ;

| Rhine, &e.; Twining’s Lectures on Plants; Deane on Fire-Arms; The Boy’s

The last volume, to be followed by a supplementary volume, completing 
the work of the Recueil de Lettres Missives 4 Henri Quatre, published by 
authority of the French Government, is now ready for press. 


A curious case, and interesting to the publishers of Guide-Books, has 
been recently tried in Paris. M. Beedeker, the publisher of Coblentz, pub- 
| lished a Guide to the environs of Paris, which was largely circulated in Ger- 
many, and amongst travelling Germans. In this, the principal hotels of 
Paris were mentioned, among them the Hotel Viollet, kept by a M. Dessaux. 
In 1857 a new edition of the Guide was published, not only omitting the 
recommendation of the Hotel Viollet, but speaking of it in the following 
| terms :—* In consequence of numerous complaints which have reached him, 
M. Beedeker feels it his duty to withdraw his recommendation of the Hotel 
Viollet.”. Upon this the proprietor of the hotel commenced proceedings 
against M. Beedeker and his Paris agent. According to the hotel-keeper’s 
account, a son of M. Boedeker had paid a visit to the hotel in 1856, and was 
annoyed at being called upon to pay his bill like an ordinary traveller; and, 
in revenge, attacked Hotel Viollet in his book, and warmly recommended 
two rival establishments. The reply of the author of the Guide-Book to this 
allegation was, that he had a perfect right to give his opinion of hotels, just 
as much as a reviewer had a right to criticise books; that he had no ma- 
licious intention, and was actuated by no ill-feeling; that he had only repro- 
duced the complaints which had been forwarded to him by various travellers; 
and that if M. Dessaux had received any injury, it was solely to be attributed 
| to the bad management of his hotel. The Paris agent, on his part, stated 
| that he knew nothing about the matter, as he merely sold the books that 
were consigned to him from Germany. The Court decided against M. Be- 
deker, fixing the damages at 1000 francs, and ordering the omission of the 
offensive passage in the Guide-Book, and an advertisement of the decision in 
| sundry German newspapers—the verdict to carry costs. 
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The letters of the German theologian, Schleiermacher, are about to be 


published, in 2 vols. 

Little activity as there is in our publishing world, there is still less in that of 
France, where the only recent publication of note is a work in 2 vols. by M. 
Sylvestre de Sacy, editor of the Journal des Débats, called Variétés Littér- 
aires, Morales et Historiques, a selection of the author’s eontributions to pe- 
riodieal literature, with a preface by himself. M. de Sacy has also just 
edited a work in the Bibliothéque Spirituelle, Choix des Traités Morales et 
Chrétiennes, de M. J. J. Duguet: there have also been recently fublished in 
-Paris, uvres de M. Charles Brifant, 3 vols,; La Christologie, by M. A. Co- 
Mémoire sur Maupertuis, by M. Dameron ; a new volume of Scénes 
de la Vie Turque; Un Apercu général des Langues Sémiliques et de leur His- 
toire, by M. Léon de Rosny ; and Les Anciennes Chroniques de !’Angleterre,

But errors are not unfrequently 
detected, which have long been accepted as 
facts, in correction of which sometimes the 
addition, sometimes the subtraction, of a 
single generation, is all that is needed to es- 
tablish the exact truth, Other sources of 
error demand severer scrutiny, and the 
many blunders of tradition—always building 
on aslight foundation in true history—may 
most successfully be encountered within 
three or four generations of their origin, be- 
fore they shall seem to have become sancti- 
fied by antiquity. Such is one of the chief 
purposes of the present undertaking. 

The work will be published in four vol- 
umes, of about five hundred pages each, so 
that it may be interleaved and bound, with- 
out rendering the volumes inconveniently 
large ; or two volumes may be bound in one, 
as the subscriber shall prefer.
